From THE BRACKEN 
CHRONICLE 

November 26, 1942 
Reprinted from Nov. 2005 
The First Thanksgiving 

Is Thanksgiving Day just 
a holiday to us? Reach back 
into the yester-years, and what 
does Thanksgiving Day bring 
to mind? Reach back into 
the crowded avenues of re¬ 
cent months, and what is there 
about Thanksgiving that car¬ 
ries to our door a holiday at¬ 
mosphere? It is possible that 
this Thursday may be just as 
any other Thursday, just an¬ 
other cross mark on our social 
calendar. It is possible for us to 
overlook the struggles which it 
embodies and ennobles. 

In the days when this coun¬ 
try possessed endless areas 
of virgin forests, prairies, and 
foothills; when men with paint¬ 
ed faces and vicious creatures 
of the wanton wilds reigned by 
laws unchecked and guarded 
their domain by the pride and 
dignity of might. Thanksgiving 
Day had the beginnings. Un¬ 
heralded, unpublished, without 
a radio broadcast, without an 
enforced proclamation, it came 
to a comparatively small com¬ 
munity of Pilgrims at Plym¬ 
outh. It welled from the inner 
recesses of sincere hearts made 
glad and overflowing with grat¬ 
itude for protection from armed 
killers and for the rugged soil’s 
bounteous yield. There it be¬ 
gan, there in the cradle days of 
America, there in the pioneer 
homes of the Pilgrims. They 
were men who fought an ocean 
to gain a shore for liberty, 
men of whom Emerson says, 
“Great, grim, earnest men, I 
belong by natural affinity to 
other thoughts of schools than 
yours, but my affection hovers 
respectfully about your retir¬ 
ing footprints, your unpainted 
churches, strict platforms, and 
sad officers; the iron gray dea¬ 
con and the wearisome prayer 
rich with the diction of ages.” 
He gave thanks who was a pi¬ 
ous Pilgrim. 

Strange, that pioneers of 
this continent other than Pil¬ 
grims who struggled for liber¬ 
ty, who wrested a domain from 
the trackless wilderness where 
they might worship God ac¬ 
cording to the dictates of their 
own consciences, should be the 
first to deny liberty to any one 


who chose to differ in his con¬ 
victions. While the Pilgrims 
never persecuted, the Puritans 
of the Massachusetts Bay Col¬ 
ony did. He had freedom who 
was a Puritan in Massachusetts. 
But any one deliberating to the 
contrary had little freedom in 
the town, had few privileges 
as a worshiper. Gratitude was 
hedged. Religious liberty had 
a black sign on its major pil¬ 
lar. Tolerance was gowned 
and carried a warrant within 
its folds along Massachusetts 
Bay. But how different among 
the liberty-loving Pilgrims! 

Unless Thanksgiving 
Day finds a spirit of thankful¬ 
ness within our own hearts, 
it has little value. Unless we 
can continue to thank God for 
freedom, for the dignity of rep¬ 
resentative government, and 
for the power of separation of 
church and state, the founders 
of this country have struggled 
in vain. To the Christian young 
men and women Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day should present a dual 
admonition, a dual challenge. 
First: It is easy for us to forget 
the material abundance and 
physical riches that have been 
showered upon us in the course 
of the year—routine essen¬ 
tials, we term them. For them. 
Thanksgiving reminds us to be 
thankful. Second: In the hour 
of success the real qualities 
of nobility are often crucified. 
Liberty dies when individuals 
become indifferent to their own 
responsibilities in the state and 
assume a responsibility for the 
conscience of their neighbors. 
Thanksgiving should remind 
us to be tolerant. 

May thanksgiving and 
religious freedom go hand in 
hand. And may it never be said 
of us that we were thankful and 
intolerant, but that we were 
thankful and magnanimous. 

Lesson of Trust 

“In His sermon on the 
mount, Christ taught His disci¬ 
ples precious lessons in regard 
to the necessity of trusting in 
God. These lessons were de¬ 
signed to encourage the chil¬ 
dren of God through all ages... 
If God, the divine artist, gives 
to the simple flowers that per¬ 
ish in a day their delicate and 
varied colors, how much great¬ 
er care will He have for those 
who are created in His own im¬ 
age?”

Mating Season Means 
More Deer on Kentucky Roads

Deer season is upon us 
and that means Kentucky 
drivers must be particularly 
aware of their surroundings 
while traveling along Ken¬ 
tucky’s streets and highways. 
As an avid outdoorsman, I 
know how critical it is to pay 
attention to deer crossing the 
road during this time of year. 

The deer population, in 
general, has been growing 
all over the country for years. 
Urban expansion, more peo¬ 
ple moving to rural areas and 
more cars on the road result in 
an increase in dangerous car 
collisions with deer. In fact, 
deer-related automobile ac¬ 
cidents cause approximately

150 deaths every single year, 
claiming more lives in the 
United States than encoun¬ 
ters with any other animal. 

The combination of the 
fall harvest, cooler tempera¬ 
tures and mating season re¬ 
sult in deer becoming more 
mobile than at any other 
time of the year. Deer move¬ 
ment increases substantially 
between October and De¬ 
cember, when 47 percent of 
all collisions involving deer 
occur, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police. Last year, 
there were 3,283 reported 
automobile accidents involv¬ 
ing deer, with the November 
peak of the rut being the most 
dangerous, by far. 

Drivers need to be espe¬ 
cially alert in the early morn¬ 
ing and early evening hours, 
when deer are the most ac¬ 
tive. Fifty-three percent of 
collisions occur between the 
hours of 5 a.m. and 8 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. and 8 p.m. 

A few tips to avoid a 
collision include using high- 
beam headlights when pos¬ 
sible and being extra cau¬ 
tious when driving through 
a known deer crossing zone, 
which may be indicated by 
a yellow road sign. If a deer 
passes in front of your ve¬ 
hicle, slow down and look 
to see if another deer is fol¬ 
lowing close behind. Deer 
are known to travel in groups 
and, during the rut, a doe 
running across the road will 
typically have a buck chas¬ 
ing her. 

Officials advise that 
should you encounter a deer 
in the road, avoid swerving. 
Drivers should stay straight, 
keep both hands on the steer¬ 
ing wheel and apply their 
brakes. 

Should you be unable to 
avoid hitting a deer, do not 
attempt to approach or move 
the animal. Instead, move 
your vehicle out of the road¬ 
way and call the police for 
assistance. 

As Chair of the House 
Tourism and Outdoor Rec¬ 
reation Committee, I remind 
you to keep your eye out for 
deer this fall while enjoy¬ 
ing all the beautiful scenery 
Kentucky has to offer.
